The Widening of Cadboro Bay Road— 
f People Should Donate the 
Necessary Land. 



Fifty Dollars Reward for the Appre- 
lensiou of "Scoundrels" Who 
Destroy Public Property. 



His Worship Mayor Teaguo was in his 
placo at last evening's meeting of the Muni- 
cipal Counoil, and all the members were 
present. 

The Secretary of tho Jubilee hospital 
wrote enclosing a statement of tho affairs of 
tho hospital, showing an expenditure of over 
§10,000 more than had beon originally sub- 
scribed for tho establishment of tho hospi- 
tal. Incidentally Mr. Yates remarked that 
therohad been 935 indoor patientB who had 
received froo treatment since the hospital 
was opened; calculating that numbor at §10 
per week, tho total cost involved would bo 
§3-1,202. Over 500 outdoor patients had 
also been froely treated during tho samo 
period. ' 

Ald. Humi'HHEYS understood that a com- 
mittee was to have been appointed to confer 
with the Council. 

Thk MAYOR aaid ho boliovcd that that 
was the intention of the hospital diroctors, 
and on motion of Aid. Dwyer the lettor was 
reforred to tho Hospital committee. 

Jus. Larmont wrote with referenco to a 
refusal of tho firo department of tho uso of 
an engine to pump tho water out of his cel- 
lar without remuneration, and a communi- 
cation on tho Bamo matter waB received 
from Chief Deasy asking for instructions in 
such a ease. Both letters were referred to 
tho fire wardens with power to act. 

Tho W.C.T.U. wroto, placing before tho 
board the necessity that exiats for somo 
provision for aged woman. 

The Mayor said that sooner or later this 
mattor must ho taken in hand, and Aid. 
Munn was of opinion that tho best way 
would bo for tho city to make an allowance 
to these oharitable societies for tho preaont, 
till the city aeea ita way to making Homo 
permanent provision. It was decidod to 
lay the matter over to bo dealt with at the 
samo timo as a similar communication ro- 
coived somo timo ago. 

A communication was received from F. J. 
Half and twenty-one others asking the 
Council to recommend tho insertion in the 
municipalities act of a provision that whon 
licenses aro granted to grocers to sell 
liquors, it should be for a place separate 
from the grocery business.

Tho 
lattor councillor thought it a shamo that 
the city should bo asked to pay money 
for the widening of streets benefiting 
tho people owning tho proporty on that 
street. Ho would be in favor of tho com- 
munication being referred back to the 
writer, suggesting that when tho land is 
given to tho city freo of ohargo tho street 
would bo widened. 

Ald. Dwykh thought it was a pity that 
there was not somo provision mado for tho 
expropriation of land, whore tho wholo of 
tho owners wero not willing to part with 
their property for the general good 

Ald. HcMPHitiiYs said that perhaps the 
most equitable way would bo for the city to 
pay a third of tbo cost of tho improvement, 
and tho owners on each sido of tho Btrcet 
the othor two-thirds botweon them, because 
it was as much to tho interest of tho city aa 
tho people living there to have Cadboro Bay 
road opened up. 

Ald. Styles announced that Mr. Frank 
had presented a handsome cock pheasant to 
tho park, and tho Assistant Water Commis- 
sioner a lot of illustrated papers to the Old 
Men's Home. Aid. Wilson said that Mr. 
T. B. Hall had also offered a tamo deer for 
the park, and tho alderman moved a vote of 
thanks to theao people for their several 
gifts. Carried. 

Iti this connection Aid. Munn was of 
opinion that a moro creditable homo should 
bo provided for these inhabitants of tho 
park, and ho would move that tho consider- 
ation of the matter bo recommondod to tho 
Park committeo.

IMPERIAL POLITICS. 



The Speech From the Throne at the 
Ke-Assemhling- of the British 
Parliament. 



Lord Rosehery's Address to the Liberal 
Leaders— Sig-uiiicant References 
to the Peers. 



London, March 12 —Parliament re- 
aaaombled to day. Tho Queon's speech was 
read by tho Lord High Chancellor in the 
chamber of the House of Lords, in which tho 
Commoners wore also assembled. The 
speech, in part, is as follows : 
My Lords and Gentlemen: 

My relations with foreign powers continue 
to bo amicable. Negotiations betwoen my 
government and Russia, for tho settlement 
of tho frontier queBtions in Control Asia, aro 
proceeding with tho hope of an easy adjust- 
ment. Negotiations are also in progress 
with tho United States for the purpose of 
executing tho award of tho Court of Arbi- 
tration on tho question of tho seal fisheries 
of Behring Sea. Two collisions, accompan- 
ied by|a lamon tablo loss of life, havo occurred 
between the French and Colonial forces in 
West Africa. I await the result of tho in- 
quiry which has been instituted in regard to 
these deplorable occurrences, in full confi- 
dence that they will bo examined in the 
calm and dignified temper which befits two 
great nations on suoh an occasion. 
Gentlemen of the House, of Common: 

The estimates of tho public service for tho 
year will bo found to mako full and adequate 
provision for tho defence of tho Empire. 
Tho recent improvement in the stato of Ire- 
land has been marked. Agrarian critno has 
been reduced to tho lowest point reached in 
tho last fifteen years. Measures will be 
submitted to you with a view to a reasonable 
Bottletnent of the question affeoting deeply 
tho welfaro of Ireland. Bills will bo sub- 
mitted for the amondmont of tho registra- 
tion law and the abolition of plural voting 
in Parliamentary elections, and measures 
dealing with the ecclesiastical establish, 
ment in Wales and Scotland will also 
bo submitted. There will bo ako presented 
to you bills with the object of ( tho equaliza- 
tion of rates in London and 'the establish- 
ment of local government in Scotland on 
the same basis as that recently accorded to 
England and Wales, You will also be 
asked to confirm measures for the promotion 
of conciliation in labor disputes. 

A meoting of tho Liberal leaders was held 
to day. Lord Rosobory in his speech re- 
ferred feelingly to the absenca of Mr. Glad- 
stone, There was no need for a declaration 
of his policy since there would be no changa 
of measures, but only of men. The honor 
of England was safe in their hands. Tho 
Welsh church question would bo pressed to 
the earliest settlement. (Cheora ) Regarding 
tho group of Irish questions, tho party 
was bound by every tie of honor to continue 
Mr. Gladstone's policy. If thoro were any 
doubts on that point they ought to ho set at 
rest by Mr. Morloy'a decision to remain in 
tho Irish office. 

With Mr. Gladstone'a last declarations 
concerning tho House of Lords, the Qaoen's 
present advisers entirely agreed. Ho him- 
self, perhaps, had used in the Houso of 
Lords even stronger languago than Mr. 
Gladstono had mado uso of. What tho 
Lords had to understand was that with 
thorn Irish revision was delicate and rejec- 
tion dangorous. (Cheera. ) With the 
Democratic suffrage the country now en- 
joyed a chamber constituted like the House 
of Lords was an anomaly. (Hear, hear. ) 
The Government will lose sight of no mea- 
sures that might forco upon the attention of 
the country this anomaly, and tho 
great peril to which tho existing 
constitution of tho House of Lords 
exposed tho nation." (Hear, hear.) Lord 
Roaebory said it was tho greatest inconveni- 
enco to him to bo in tho Houso of Lords, 
but it was no fault of his. (Laughter ) Ho 
did not think it ought to be referred to as a 
stigma. Ho asked tho paity to judge him 
by hia deeds. (Cheers.) When tho party 
wuro tired of him they could dismiss him, 
but while leader ho should steadfastly cany 
out the Liberal policy. (Prolonged cheers ) 

Sir W. Vernon Harcourt said ho was 
gratified to hear this exposition of their 
leader's policy. Tho party felt ns tho 
British fleet felt over the loss of Nelson, but 
the samo Hpirit remained among them as 
animated Nelson's crew. Though they had 
Buffered a great loss they would do their 
duty. Though Lord Rosebery was a lord, 
tho Liberals in tho Commons could bo rolied 
upon aa a compact party in support of bis 
policy. (Cheers.) It was utterly untrue, 
ho said, that he desired to drop Homo Rule. 

Tho members of the Cabinet then dis- 
persed. 

The opening of tho new session of Parlia- 
ment was a very tamo affair, so far as any 
manifestation of public interest is concerned, 
and indeed, tho Lords and Commons seemed 
to share tho indifference in a largo degroe. 
Very fow Peers were in attendanco, and 
when tho House of Commons was summoned 
to hear tho reading of the epeooh from tho 
Throno only about fifty members walked to 
tho Houso of Lords.

Hon. Mr D/iVIK presented a return con- 
taining tho papers and tho ovidonco taken 
beforo Mr. Chancollor Boyd, and the deci- 
BionB given by him, in reference to the 
claims of the late John Angus and of Wil- 
liam Mashiter to lota in tho old Granville 
townsito. 

NAKUSP AND SLOGAN RAILWAY. 

Hon. Mr. DAVIE moved tho Becond read- 
ing of tho bill respecting the Nakusp & 
Slocan railway. This, he said, was one of 
tho enterprises included in the railway aid 
act of last sesaion, with the Nicola & 
Spenco's bridge and the Chilliwack railway. 
Under section 2 of that act the government 
wore ompowered to guarantee interest upon 
an amount sufficient to build and rquip the 
road, but not to exceed §25,000 per 
mile, and section 6 limited tho amount 
of tho guarantee to interest on 5925,000, 
or the coat to tho company of tho Baid rail- 
way ^enterpme, 'whichever might bo tho 
smallor sum. The measure passed the 
house without division unanimously, as had 
also tho Shuswap & Okanagan guarantee 
aot at a previous session. The railway act 
of last session f dlowod closely upon tho 
lines of the act passed in 1S90, respecting 
tho Shuswap & Okanagan railway. The 
public accounts beforo the houso last year 
showed tho coat of tho latter road to have 
reached the limit, i.e , $25,000 a mile with- 
in a fractional Bum— and tho government 
had guaranteed interest accordingly at 
four per cent. Practically, tho govern- 
ment were authorized last year to do 
the same with tho three roads, i.e., the 
Nakusp & Slocan, tho Nicola & Spencers 
bridge, and the Chilliwack road, us with 
the Shuswap & Okanogan, in 1890— with tho 
variation, however, in tho case of tho Chilli- 
wack road, that tho municipalities were to 
pay ono-half. Soon after tho house rose the 
Executive took tho enterprises up, and con- 
ceiving the Nukusp & Slocau road to be the 
moat urgent the Government took steps to 
enquire fully into its merits, and, taking 
advantage of tho assiz-s, at which he had 
public business to transact, ho (Mr. Davie) 
had gone to the spot, and it did not take 
long to convince him of tho vital importance 
to the country of immediate construction of 
the road to preservo tho Kootenoy trade, 
which otherwise would bo diverted to tho 
south, and lost to British Columbia. 
Tho projected road would give access to 
one of the greatest miuing regions of the 
world, the trado of which, without tho 
road, would be drained. The Nelson & 
Fort Sheppard road, built by American 
capital, was then noaring completion and 
has since been comploted, connecting tho 
country tributary to Kootonay Lake with 
the railway systems of tho United States. 
Tho Slocan country ia situated from twenty 
to thirty milea to tho weatward of tho 
Kooteny Lako, midway between Kaalo and 
Nakusp, and at the present timo the ore 
being taken out of tho Slocan is carried to 
Kaslo and shipped over the Nelaon & Fort 
Sheppard. Ihoy seemed fully alive to 
tho immonso trade which was opening up. 
To show the marvellous aaturo of soma of 
tho mineB to bo served by the Nakusp and 
Slocau railway ho read several extracts 
from the press of tho mining districts, as 
follows : 

" From a gontleman who recently spent 
ten days in tho vicinity of tho Slocan 
Star mine, wo lotin the following 
particulars : A tunnel SOU feet long with an 
averayo depth of 150 Lot has been driven in 
exposing a solid body cf ore 12 feet in thick- 
ness. The amount of ore in tight in the 
drifts, openings and tunnel has been com- 
puted by actual measurement to be 75,000 
tons. These figures stem almost incredible 
and take one's breath awuy, but nevertheless 
this is a hard, dry fact. At present 
there ore about twenty men employed 
taking out about 13 tons par day, actual 
value being §200 a ton net. Close to this 
property wo huve the Noblo Five, another 
enormously rich mine which experts say 
will, when further development goes on, 
equal and possibly surpass the Slocan Star. 
With such prospects as theso at our back, 
others of a like naturo being constantly de- 
veloped, und as those who know tell us 
numerous inquiries from capitalists regard- 
ing theso mineB, is it to be wondered at that 
the people of tho Kaslo-Slocm district feel 
light hearted and thoroughly believe that 
this will indeed bot» bright and prosperous 
Now Year for tho moat famous mining diii- 
triot in tho world ? " 

Another paper says : " For tho week 
ending to-day the Nelson & Fort Sheppard 
has forwarded '-'07 tons of ore, namely, CO 
toua from tho Noblo Five group, 120 tons 
from tho Washington, 57 tona from tho Dar- 
danelles, 20 tons from tho Rico, und 10 tons 
from the Mountain Chief — all Slocan mines. 
About half the oro was billed to tho Solhy 
Lead Works at San Francisco and goes from 
Spokane to Taooma by the Northern Pacific, 
theuco to San Francisco, by water. Tho 
other half was billed to the United Smelt- 
ing Company's works at Great Falls, Mon- 
tana, and goes from Spokane ovor tho Great 
Northern. Reports from Kuelo are that 
George Hughes has put on more stock, and 
that fully 40 tons of ore a day will hereafter 
be hauled from tho minea to Kaalo." 

Another urticlo is as follows : 

" Tho ore from tho Washington mino, in 
Slccan district, ia boing shipped to San 
Francisco, and tho 112 tona brought down 
by tho SpoUano ou Friday was valued at 
§10,000. Ic ia not to bo wonderod at, theu, 
that tho prevailing reports from tho Slocau 
aro all so encouraging. "Blake" Wilsou 
camo down from Three Forks last night, 
and Boya that timea were never sn prond as 
notv, and the indications aro that -1,000 toua 



ot* oro will be Bhipped thiB winter. The 
banks alro report the outlook for noxt year 
as promising." 

These quotations gave some idea of the 
naturo of the discoveries in the country to 
bo tapped by this railroad. 

Tho oro boing taken out by Kootonay 
Lako during tho winter, to which reference 
is made in the extracts he had quotod, was 
rawhided down tho mountains and carried 
in sleighs to Kaslo, a distance of from twenty 
to thircy miles and still paid largely when 
transferred to San Franoitoo, Tacoma and 
elsewhere. When it paid to do this any- 
ono could seo how a railroad must pay, 
running right from the mines on to tho C. 
P.R. to tho West. 

Tho desirability of prompt construction 
being established and a oommenooment 
made at once— the question arose how to be- 
gin, what wbb the cost of the road and how 
was tho money to be found. Fortunately 
he had valuable aid at hand to 
aolvo both questions. From a gentle- 
man who happened to bo travelling 
in Kootenay, connected with one of 
the atrongeat financial houaes in London, 
ho became convinced of tho undeairabjlity 
of issuing interest guaranteed bonda, They 
were not looked upon as a desirable invest- 
ment, and could only be sold at a heavy 
discount. They were injurious to a 
country's credit— going begging us they did 
— juit as a promisiory uoto with an en- 
dorser being hawked about would injure tho 
cirditof all parties to it, ao was it with 
this class of bonds, whtuh no ono cared 
much to take. Interest guaranteed bonds 
o. n, in faot, only bo sold at jusb such a rate 
as would give the investor margin sufficient 
out of the intoreit and discount to form a 
sinking fund which would make good tho 
principal by tho timo the loan expires. 
Tho Viotoria & Sidney railway bonds— en- 
dorsed by tho government and tho city of 
Victoria— are a caso in point, for with a five 
per cent, guaranteo they were considered 
well sold at 90 or 05. If tho interest had 
been 4 per cent., as in tho caso under con- 
sideration, they would probably have 
brought no more than 75, and perhaps not 
that, purtioularly in hard timea. If tho 
§925,000 of Nakusp & Slocan bonds had to 
bo sold at that price, the discount of 25 per 
cent, would have amounted to $231,250, a 
sacrifice which could not bo justified. No 
company could ufford this waste — and tho 
government certainly ought not — so it be- 
camo apparent that some other method of 
financiug must bo adopted. To have al- 
lowed the project to remain over for a year 
to obtain further legislation would have been 
as injurious, or more so, than to make tho 
Bacritico in money, not only on account 
of tho delay, but because tho trade 
would in tho meantime have beon diverted, 
and as ia well known when a market ia once 
lost it is a difficult matter to recover it. 
Vant quantities of ore awaiting shipment, 
and mines waiting a railroad to develop 
their woalth — tho country would not have 
justifiod tho government in waiting ; tho 
pooplo aro impatient for tho development of 
this country, and tho only way in which 
British Columbia will benefit by tho trado 
of its development is by this road. lo have 
ascertained by bills of quantities and en- 
gine-era' nieusurementa exactly what tho 
road would cost, would havo meant a year's 
delay, which tho country would not havo 
tolerated any moro than thoy would 
havo countenanced waiting another year's 
time to consult the legislature in 
tho matter of floating bonds. Ho (Mr. 
Davie) went to Montreal, and Mr. Van- 
Home ascert»ined from his enginaors ou the 
spot what the probable cost of construction 
would bo, what the C. P. R-, with the 
facilities which they had at hand, could 
construct the road for, and that coat was 
placed at $17,500 per milo. Ho, Mr. Davio, 
pressed upon Mr. Van Home to build tho 
line, but ho did not care to undortako it. 
Ho agreed, however, that bia engineors 
would superintend tho construction, and 
that the company would leaso the line, pay- 
iog 40 per cent, of the gross receipts as a 
rental. He, Mr. Davie, then arranged with 
the Naku<p and Slocan Railway Co. to build 
tho road, and he (Mr. Davie) then concluded 
an agreement between the Pacific company 
and tho Nakusp and Slocan, which is now 
beforo tho houae, under which the C. P. R. 
superintend tho construction and agree to 
operato the line for 25 years under a penalty 
of $50 per day. The Nakusp company 
pressed for tho cost of equipment os well, 
which tho government would havo been 
authorized under the act to allow, 
but the matter had been concluded 
for tho coat of construction only. 
Tho company had to put up the sum of 
$118,100, boiug tho amount of tho Domin- 
ion subsidy in cash. To havo built tho road 
by interest guaranteed bonds, would havo 
required all of tho bonds— for under tho act 
the company wero to have " tho co3t to 
them of their enterprise." Placiust thorefore 
the cost of construction at $17,500 per mile 
for thirty-aeven milea, tho length of tho 
road amounted to $047,000. Add to this the 
discount of bonds, which would have beon 
part of tho " cost of tho enterprise," 
cost of organization, engineering, right 
of way and ono thing and another, 
would have footed up fully to tho $925,000, 
and no company could then have been pro- 
cured, nor now, so far as ho know, to under, 
take the work, and put up the $118, 000 — 
under tho whole, of the bonds and there was 
no time to hunt up others if tho work was 
to bo commenced at once. In fact tho com- 
pany had called for tenders for con- 
struction, payable in bonds, and 
tho lowest bid was for all tho 
bonds ot $25,000 por mile. Thou, 
tho cost of tho road, $L7,500 was 
a Binaller coat than the Nelsen 
and Fort Sheppard, which had cost 
between $19,000 and $20,000 por mile ; was 
loss than thu Columbia & Kootenay, which 
had cost $22,000 per mile, and 
was less than tho city of Victoria had 
paid for tho Sidney railroad guarantto. 
U»ving, therefore, concluded arr.mgomento 
in Montreal, ho (Mr. Davit) returned 
to Victoria, and tho oxecutivo concluded to 
givo the guaruntco upon tho tcrma arrived 
at. Under tho railway aid act, it wis pro- 
vided that if at any time thu money ro- 
eeived for tho forty per cent, gross earn- 
ing* amounted to more than enough to pay 
the interest upon tho bonds for two years, 
the remainder should bo handed ovor to tho 
company. Under the now arrangement, 
h jwevcr, it wao provided that any over-plus 
should remain with tho government und bo 
accumulated us a Binking fund. In cany- 
ing tho arrangement out which had been 
arrived at with the Nakusp to Slocan rail- 
way, as the government had no authority to 
do anything elno but guuranteo iutoreat, it 
was agreed that the government ahould on- 
dorso tho full issuo of interest guaranteed 
bonds and lodge- thorn in tho bank Bubjcct 
to boing replaoed with $17,500 prin- 
cipal and interest bonds. Should tho 
legislature conclude to mako the change 
an overdraft was to bo arrangod on tho 
aocurity of tho bonds — upon which the com- 
pany woro to bo at liberty to draw to tho ex- 
tont of 00 per eont. of certificates of work 
dono. A* well as tho C. P.R. engineer tho 
Government had an engineer also. 

Tho co3t of building tho road at $17,500 
por mile, was $047,500. But from 
this boB to bo deduotod $118,- 
400— tho oash found and deposited 
by tho company with tho government — 
leaving tho net amount guaranteed by the 
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37 Government Street, Gorner of Broughton,

government, being tho total obligation ua- 
aumed by tho province, §329, 100. 

Upon tho plan contemplated laBt year 
— the S. & 0. plan — tho total coat would bo 
$D25,000. Doduct from Una 5118,400 and 
you have $S0C,G0O ua tho total obliga- 
tion assumed by tho province. Intcrent 
upon the latter sum at 4 per cent,, 
aniounta to $.'!2,'26-l por annum, which, on 
tho Shuswap & Okanagan plan, tho plan 
unanimously oudorsed by all of ui, would 
havo to be paid yearly by tho government, 
that is irrespective of tho 40 per cent gross 
earnings, with nothing to show for the 
expenditure tit tho end of the 25 years. 
Whereus, on tho other plan, 4 per ceut. on 
$520,100 amounts to §21,164 yearly only; 
add to this a sinking fund of 2pcr cent., which 
will bo more than sufficient to extinguish thu 
principal at maturity, and you still havo 
losa to pay than the 4 por cent, on tho plan 
authorized by tho house, and you havo a 
railway fully paid for at tho end of the 
timo. So tho government thm oirhcr 
get enough to pay tho principal, or 
else havo tho railroad frco and clear. 
Tho latter calculation was at 4 por cent., 
but tho Proviooo could got tho money at IU 
Ho (Mr. Davie) had tho dill'-ireiico between 
tho two methoda calculated, when In Mon- 
treal, and tho advantage in favor of guaran- 
teeing principal and intercut at tho lesser 
rate was startling.

So ou tho 
ono plan you will have paid out, interest 
compounded in 25 ycara for tho 37 miles of 
road, §1,510, SOS 07, and nothing to show 
for if, in tho othor caso you have paid out 
only $882,433.72 and a fully built 
and maintained railway freo of all claim, to 
show for it, If tho Victoria & Sidney rail- 
way problem wore worked out on tho same 
hniiia — then 5 per cent, bonds having eold at 
!)0 or 95 -it would bo soon how much hotter 
oil tho city and provinco would have been 
at tho end of 25 yoara hid they found prin- 
cipal as well aa interest. Thoao bonda not- 
ted about §270,000, which money the oity 
could havo borrowed for 4 per cent,, all 
charges paid, and tho interest would havo 
amounted to §10,SOO per annum, or §4,200 
loss than is now being paid. At the end of 
25 years, without compounding at all, this 
$4,200 would amount to $105,000, and com- 
pounded it would come to mora than 
the cosb of tho road. To roturn, 
however, to the Nakusp k Slooan road, 
for which, aa bIiowd, thero would have 
to bo raiaod $31,746 por annum to pay in- 
toreat and sinking fund— that this will bo 
moro than recouped ia provod from tho 



volume of trado. Ho wished to draw atten- 
tion to tho provition which it would 
bo noticed had beon inserted in the 
agreemont. It had boen Btated tho other 
day that ono reason why earninga of the 
Shuswap & Okanagan railway aro small is 
bocauao the company had boen restricted in 
their chargos to an amount not in exce8a of 
the local rates on contiguous sections of tho 
C. P.R. 15ut in tho agreomcnt with tho 
Nakusp it Slocan railway thero is besides 
a provision that tho rates shall not bo higher 
without tho consent of the Government, tho 
additional provision that neither shall tho 
rates charged bo losa thau thoso on tho con- 
tiguous line* of the C. P. R without tho con- 
sent of tho Government, thu3 leaving it to 
bo dotormined hereafter whether, in tho in- 
terests of tho miner, but at tho expense of 
tho provinco, a low rato shall bo charged — 
or for the benefit of the province 
tho rato ohall bo higher. As stated 
already, against tho §.'i 1,000 a yoar to 
bo provided by tho Government thoro will 
bo -10 per cent, of tho grots earnings, and 
that theso gross earnings will bo consider- 
ublo from tho outset seems quito evident. 
Tho Nelson Tribune, for instanco, in a 
rcoent issue said : 

" From and after January 1 the output 
of tho mines in Southern Kootenay will 
amount in value to §15,000 a day, of which 
fully a half will bo marketed without delay. 
By tho timo the Nakusp & [slocan ia ready 
to take oro, tho output of tho minoB in Slo- 
can district will alono bo of a valuo fur ex- 
ceeding tho sum abovo mentioned, and it is 
within reason to eatimato tho total output 
of the minea in Southern Kootenay for tho 
year 1894, at §10,000,000." 

Ho (Mr. Davie) had road iu a local papor 
recently that in ono week of January thoro 
had boen shipped 922 tonB of silver lead ore 
from Kaslo to the smelters atTivcoma, Port- 
land, San Franoieco and other placos, all 
going out over tho newly opened Nelson & 
Fort Sheppard railway, and from tho four- 
teen Kaslo-Slocau mines then shipping oro, 
tli o monthly output till tho oloso of tho 
sleighing season, was expected to bo botween 
900 and 1,000 tons. There aro, however, 
about 27 locations at present under develop- 
ment, besides a groat many other claims of 
perhaps equal value which will be developed 
with tho advent of capital, besides the fur- 
ther important diacovories of minerals which 
will unnually bo made. Estimating, how- 
over, on an output of only 40 tons per day, 
tho earnings from this source will bo §61,- 
S00 por annum ; tho earninga from mer- 
chandise, live stock, etc, according 
to a moderato estimate, will bo 
§31,000; and from paaacngcrB, mails 
and express $24,000, making a total of $119,- 
S00. Tho estimated earninga on ordinary 



traffic aro placed much lower than those ou 
tho Columbia & Kootenay and the Shuswap 
& Okanagan railways. Out of these estim- 
ated gross earnings of §119,000 per annum 
tho provinco would bo oatitled to §48,000 as 
40 per cent of the gross revenue, according 
to tho agreement with tho U.P. R. This 
amount, it would bo Been, is far in excosa 
of interest and sinking fund. 

" Thero is no curve aa aharp and no grado 
as heavy as some on tho main lino of tho 
C. P. R. Tho trestle work is fully up to tho 
standard of that on tho main lino of the 
C. P. R., and much of it ia heavier than 
c died for by tho specification. In ateep side- 
hills, instead of the road bed boing construct- 
ed partly in cut and partly in embank- 
ment, tho full width has boen cut out of tho 
solid sidehill, avoiding danger from blips, 
ard tho earth excavated has been wasted, 
increasing tho width of tho road bed con- 
siderably moro than is nec-.ssary. In this 
conneotion, several thoueand dollars ex- 
pended in construction on the first location 
have been thrown away by the company, 
a shorter and safer routohaving boen adopted 
to avoid dangerous points." 

Ho had heard all kinds of foolish rumors 
about tho cost of tho road and tho class of 
work and material omployed, that it was a 
cheaply constructed, ill conditioned affair, 
but theso stories carried their own con- 
demnation. In tho first phico tho local 
government havo -an engineer superintend- 
ing tho work, though ho supposed this 
would count for nothing with tho hon. 
gentlemen opposite. Then the C. P.R. have 
to bo satisfied, for they have to operate tho 
road, and under clause 22 of the contract 
tho work of construction is to bo dono to 
the satisfaction of their engineer. Thia 
supervision, it may bo depended upon, 
would of itsolf be sufficient to ensuro that 
the contractors should not tc«mp tho work, 
Ho had obtained from tho government en- 
gineer, Mr. Mohun, tho following mem- 
orandum aa to tho road : 

Another oharge is that the company is 
using old rails. Tho lifo of a rail is 25 or 
30 years. Thore are points on tho C. P.R. 
whero tho rails- have beon taken up after 
having boen down only two to Bix years, 
und it ia these rails— as good or nearly as 
good as now— that aro to bo used on this 
lino. Thero ia no good reason why thoy 
should not bo used, aud they wco taken 
without disadvantage to tho pormancy of 
tho work— oa part ot tho bargain 
with tho O. Pi R. But tho moat 
conclusive of all reasons why tho sound 
construction of tho road ia assured ia that 
tho oompany havo to earn tho Dominion 
subsidy, not a dollar of which they oan got

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SUCCESSION DUTIES. 

Tho bill introduced by Mr. Davie for 
levying succession duties is founded on tho 
Ontario Act, which wi\8 passed in 1SQ0. Mr. 
Davio'e uot is subjeot to roviaion in commit 
tec, probably in tho direction of making tho 
succession freo for wife, husband, children, 
or father and mother, to tho extent of $25, 
000 for each on an aggregate valuo for tho 
estate of §100,000, and probably reducing 
some of tho rates on all amounts. It is 
noticeable that the British Colonies aro gen 
erally legislating in tho samo direction. 
London Truth, of February 15, has an arti 
olo on this Bubject. This article gives parti- 
culars of tho rates recently imposed in tho 
Australian Colonies. The duties in those colon- 
ies ore very much higher than thoso provided 
for in Mr. Davie's bill, and tho exceptions 
aro much fewer — in some of them there is 
no exception, in others, ostates under £100 
are exempt. Tho rato in New South Wales 
runs from 1 to 2 por cent, for all devisees ; 
Victoria, 2 to 10 per cent, for all ovor 
£1,000 ; Queensland, 2 to 4 per cent, on all 
over £100 ; South Australia, 1 to 10 per 
ceut. on all over £1,000 ; Tasmania, 2 to 5 
per oent. on all over £100; Now Zsaland, 

to 10 per cent, for all over £100, and for 
non-relatives 3 per cent, oxtra, whilst in 
Great Britain the succession duty is for all 
amounts ovor £100 — about H per cent, in 
addition to per cent. Btamp duty and 
probate duties. 

BROWN'S TRIBUTE TO BEAVEN. 

Tho Now Westminstor Columbian com 
nients in a most remarkable manner upon 
tho return laid before the House a fow days 
ago of Sir John Thompson's report to the 
Governor-General on certain acta passed by 
the Provincial Legislature of '03. That 
part of tho Columbian's remarks referring to 
tho Parliament Buildings Act is most re- 
freshing reading, and will bo particularly in- 
teresting to tho LeaJer of tho Opposition, 
Dr. Milno nnd their friends for whose 
benefit we reproduce from it a passago or 
two. When Mr. Beavon and Dr. Milne 
votdd for the Parliament buildings they evi 
dently had no thought of tho terrible 
reckoning to bo made to Mr, Brown and his 
pocket organ. Mr. Brown being a dis- 
tinguished contributor to the editorial 
olumns of our contemporary, it is pretty 
Bife to regard tho effusion as being Mr. 
Brown's private opinion publicly expressed 
ot tho Leader of tho Opposition, for whom 
it will be ploasant reading. Hero it is : 

The direat result of tho appeal of the 
people of British Columbia to tho (ioveruor- 
Ganeral against the Parliament buildings 
outrago of the Provincial Government, per- 
petrated last session, is not a great deal dif- 
ferent from what was anticipated. Tho 
making of this appeal and protest was, at 
the samo timo, tho very least, and, perhaps, 
tho most— short of tho appeal to force — that 
the law-abiding but outraged majority of 
the people of the Provinca could do in tho 
circumstances. Their own Government, 
taking advautago of a grossly, and designed- 
ly maintained, non-reprosentativo legisla- 
ture, a mechanical majority of which was 
under tho absolute control of that Govern 
ment, hod deliberately, and in defiance of 
the protests of tho fow representatives of tho 
thus practically disfranchised majority of 
the people, introduced and passed the Par- 
liament buildingo measuro, and thus forcod 
it on tho people, against their oxpressod 
T/iehoB and obvious intorests, tho vast 
pecuniary burden of thia scandalously 
wanton and unwarrantable expeudituio, at 
tho present time and in the present cireum- 
Btance8 of tho Province — precisely as tho 
highway robber rifles tho pookots of his 
gaggod and pinioned victim. Tho victim in 
tho latter caso haB tho Btrong arm of tho law 
to appeal to ; but, from tho actually more 
heinous, bocause more public, far-reaching 
in its effects, and inexcusable, outrago of 
tho political brigands, it appears there is no 
legal or constitutional appeal for immodiato 
redress and recovery for tho wrong done. 
Tho least, thoreforo, that tho outraged and 
robbed majority could do was to bring thoir 
burning griovanco boforo tho tribunal of 
public opinion, in tho way that they did, 
nnd thus moro effectually prepiro for met- 
ing out just retribution, in duo timo, if they 
could not obtain actual present redress. 

The offenco of tho Government, it is hardly 
necessary to point out, is rondored moro 
black and heinous by tho fact, nob only of 
the utter helplessness of tho poople, oiving 
to thoir practical disfranchisement, to resist 
tho outrago in tho House, but by tho fact 
that there was no effootivo appeal, but that 
of open rebellion and force, to provent or 
delay tho execution of tho doliberatoly plan- 
ned assault upon tho people's purse. Tho 
Government, in cold blood, deliberately 



CREDULOUS AND UNPATRIOTIC. 

Mr. Labouohoro has been trying to make 
tho world boliovo that tho British in Fast 
Africa waged war againBt tho Matabolo in 
the most barbarous manner. Ho ropoats, as 
true, ovory story ho has heard or read about 
British cruelty, and accuses his countrymen 
of acting in a way unworthy of civilized 
men. Thore are pooplo who wiah to gain a 
reputation for disinterestedness and human- 
ity at littlo cost, who repeat Mr. Labou- 
ohero'e unproved and unprovable statements 
as if they wore the undoubted truth, Theso 
unpatriotic humanitarians have no regard 
for tho character of tho British nation. On 
evidonoo that would not bo accepted in tho 
rudest court of justice thoy conviot thoir 
countrymen of being both cruel and treache- 
rous. Although their unfair mode of pro- 
cedure is protested against, and thoy aro 
asked to suspend thoir judgment until an 
inquiry has been made, theso libellers of tho 
British nation deliberately repoab thoir 
charges and their condemnation. 

Mr. Selous, who has been in Africa, 
and who fought in tho Matabelo campaign, 
showB that tho accusations of Mr. Labou- 
ohore, who has not beon in that country, and 
who obtains all his information respecting 
the way in which tho war was conducted at 
second hand, aro fligrantly untrue. It may 
bo said that Mr. Selous ia interested in put- 
ting the best fuce on the matter, but we find 
that his testimony is confirmed by men 
whoso word is much moro to be relied upon 
than that of Mr. Lsbouchere's informants, 
who aro, for tho moBt part, anonymous. 

Mr. Labouchero, as is well known, ia 
not very careful aB to tho appropriateness 
of the torma he uses in denouncing thoso 
whom ho dislikes. No ono who knows what 
his methods are will be surprised to see him 
stigmatising the British settlers in Mashoua- 
Iand as "a crew of border riff-raff fighting 
for loot, selling their claims to loot, getting 
drunk with the proceeds, and shooting 
Matabelo with as littlo qualm as an Eagliah 
squire shoots a partridgo. " Englishmen, 
Irishmen and Scotchmen who emigrate to 
South Africa or any other colony to better 
their condition, are not transformed in a 
few weeks into murdorous ruffijns.. They 
aro in tho colonies very muoh what thoy 
wero at homo, and aro as unlike the bri- 
gands and tilibusterers, as Mr. Labouchoro 
declares they are, as it is possiblo for men to 
be. The Bottlers who took up arms against 
Lobengula and his Impia wero neithor 
much bettor nor muoh worae than tho 
generality of Englishmen of their class 
and condition. That such men would 
murder their prisonors in cold blood is not 
to bo believed except on tho very strongest 
testimony. Mr. Solous says that " he 
neither saw nor heard of any prisoner bo- 
ing ahot, nor can ho understand how a war 
could havo been carriod on with greater 
humanity than that shown by Colonol 
Goold- Adorns and his officers." Sergeant- 
Major Davidson, who went through tho 
wholo campaign, " thought that thoso in 
command wero too lenient with tho prisonora. 
Thoy used to feed them (when thoy had 
food) and attor questioning thorn they wore 
told to go to thoir homes and plough thoir 
lands." Mr. Labouchero quotes an inter- 
view with Captain Lloyd Francis that ap- 
peared in tho " Press " of Protoria, in 
which he is roportod as Baying : " My 
orders were to shoot ovory native mala per- 
son we came across. I have seen wounded 
men killed. I myself shot two native pris- 
oners — shot thorn with ono bullet— 
but they wero not wounded men 
I also saw six prisoners shot." 
Is tho uncorroborated assertion of such a 
man aB this to bo taken ob evidence that 
two British officials, Colonol Goold-AdamB 
and Major Forbes, gave ordora that would 
bo characterized as brutally savago if given 
by an Indian Chiof or an African King. Mr. 
Labouchoro, when comparing tho asaeriion 
which Capt. Francis iB said to havo mado 
with tho testimony of Mr. Solous and 
Sorgeant-Major Davidson, smartly quotos 
the dictum of an English judge, " ono wit- 
ness who did seo a thing is worth 500 wit- 
nosaos who did not," as applicable to this 
matter of the Matabelo «tvar. Bub it can 
eaBily bo seen that tho judge's remark, 
though sound with regard to a singlo isolat- 
ed murdor or othor crime, does not apply to 
tho conduct of a campaign. If tho officer in 
command gave tho ordor to ahow no quarter, 
it would bo known to and acted upon, not 
by ono officor alone, hut by all tho officers of 
tho force. Labouohoro muat havo boon 
eager to boliovo an ovil report, moBt 
diaoroditablo to gentlemen and officora, 
when ho gavo tho slightest credenco to tho 



THE NOVA SCOTIA ELECTION. 

A bitter olootion contest is going on in 
Nova Scotia . Tho oloction oomos off on 
tho 15th. Tho Government in powor is 
Liberal, Bo-called, and tho Opposition is 
nominally Conservative. But no prinoiple, 
eithor Liberul or Conservative, is at atako. 
It is simply a battlo of the Outs against tho 
Ins. Questions of administration aro tho 
only ones discussed. Leasing tho Capo 
Broton ooal mines to a syndicato composed 
elm-fly of Americans ia the principal offenco 
laid to tho charge of tho Govornmont by tho 
Opposition. Tho foot that tho strongest 
plea in justification of this act of tho Liberal 
Government luva boon written by a Con- 
servative member of Parliament, Mr. David 
M'Keon, shows that although tho old party 
names aro retained party questions, old or 
new, have nothing to do with tho contest. 
Then thoro is tho old bono of contention, 
tho expenditure of pnblia moneys, to quar- 
rel ovor. Tho Opposition contond that tho 
Government havo beeu oxtravagaut, that 
they have been partial in tho diatribution of 
appropriations, and that thoy havo not been 
at all too honest in tho expenditure of pub- 
lic money. To an outsider tho parties and 
their newspaper organs appear to be making 
a groat deal of fuss about vory littlo. Wo 
will, however, say this for tho loading news- 
papers: though they aro z;alous onough und 
lively onough in fighting for their respective 
sides, thoy do not indulge in offensive per- 
sonalities or violate the rules of decont dis- 
cussion in other respects. Politics in Nova 
Scotia are evidently calming down and tho 
newspapers there, as in all tho other prov 
incca, are, on tho whole, improving in tono 
and temper. It would bo rash to venture a 
prediction as to the reeult of the election, 
and it ia pleasant to know that tho Province 
is safo no matter which sido wins.

by-law. 

In the absence of Mr. Hayward, Mr. A. 
Wikon took the ohair, the others present 
boing Goo. Byrnes, A. C. Flumerfolt, J. S. 
Yatoa, H. Dallas Helmoken, G. H. Brown, 
W. M. Chudley, Joshua Davies and Thos. 
Shotbolt. 

Considerable discussion ensued as to tho 
conditions propoaed by the civic representa- 
tives at the oonferenco hold with thorn by 
tho directors, and a number of sugges- 
tions wore made as to tho position the 
board should take. Finally Mr. Davies 
proposed that a oommitteo of three bo ap- 
pointed to thrash out tho matter with the 
City's committee and to report. Mr, Byrnea 
wanted a bigger meeting beforo tho Board 
took aotion, and Mr. Flumerfelt, touching 
on tho question of City Council representa- 
tion on tho Board, held that this could not 
bo done without legislation to change the 
Hospital Act. This could not bo dono dur- 
ing t,io presont session. As to reduoing the 
number of tho Board, as suggested by Aid. 
Keith- WUsoa, that would, ho hold, throw 
too much work on a fow people. He did not 
Beo, under the circumstances, that much 
good could be done by appointing a commit- 
too, us the Board was poworleas at present 
to muke any ohunges. Mr. Helmckon held 
that the civic committoo had no power to 
act, but could only report to Council. He 
moved, seconded by Mr. Yates, thut it was 
inexpedient to appoint'a committee to meet 
tho civio sub-eommittee, und that tho City 
Council bo informed that tho Board would 
gladly givo any information as to tho affairs 
of tho hospital, and would urge that the 
pafsago of tho by-law bo expedited. This 
was curried, und after some further discus- 
sion tho meeting adjourned.

1 Wiirrlmoo" Reaches Port After ail 
Uneventful Voyage Across 
the Pacific. 



GnardiuffARainst Royalist Immigraiits 
at Hawaii-Why Wilsou's Libel 
Suits Dropped. 



The R M. Warrimoo, from Sydney, N. S. 
S.W., February 17, arrived in port shortly 
before noon yesterday, completing a pleasant 
but not especially eventful passage. North- 
east gales and a high head sea wore exper- 
ienced two days out, and from then till 
Suva was reached. A short and enjoyable 
stay was made at the Fijian city, and, pro- 
ceeding, the Arawa was met and Bignilled 
at 7 p.m. on the 28th. The northeast 
trades woro picked up at the equator, and 
hold until Honolulu was readied at noon on 
the 4th instant. Unusual obatrnotions were 
experienced at the Hawaiian capital in tho 
landing of any passengers — steerage moro 
especially— the Provisional government hav- 
ing taken alarm at tho reported presence in 
tho island? of a forco friendly to Royalist 
interests, and supposed to have been re- 
cruited in Canada, and formulated eepeo 
ially atrict regulations in regard to the land- 
ing of passengers, besides putting half tho 
Citizens' guard under arms so aB to eneur* 
themselves against surprise. 

Tho new rules in referenco to the debark- 
atation of paesengcra were approved by rim 
government aud signed by President Doit 
and his Minister of the Interior, J. A. King, 
on March 1. The first section roils with 
tho review and re-enactment of foni.er legis- 
lation on tho Bamo eubject, and tho second 
to the penalties incurred by tho master of 
any steamer violating tho law in this ro- 
Bpeot. Tho third contains tho new matter, 
and is aa follows : 

" Upon tho arrival of any vessel from 
any foreign land at any port of tho Hawaii- 
an Islands with passengers ou board, it 
shall bo the duty of the master of such 
veesol to report tho name, nationality, last 
residonce, destination, occupation and object 
of coming to the Hawaiian Islandf, of every 
such passenger, before any of them are 
landed, to tho Uollcctor-Gcneral of Customs 
or his deputy, or tho Collector nf Customs 
of tho port at which such veBsel has ar- 
rived, who shall thereupon inspect all of 
such passengers who may bo aliens, either 
on board cf uuch vessels or at a designated 
placo on ehoro. But euch removal of such 
passenger from the said vessel for tho pur- 
poses of such inspection shall not bo con- 
sidered to bo a landing. Tho inspecting 
officers shall havo tho power to administtr 
oaths, and to tuke and consider testimony 
touahing tho right of any such alien pas- 
sengers to land within tho Hawaiian 
Islands, all of which shall bo entered of ro- 
cord. All decisions made by tho inspecting 
(•flicks touching the right of any alien to 
land, ahall be final ; provided that tho Col- 
lector-General of Custouip, in caao of appeal, 
may rovorao the decisions of hia 
deputy or of any C°Ueotor of Customs 
at any port. It shall bo tho duty of tho 
maater and officers and ogents of such vesBcl 
to adopt duo precautions to provent tho 
landing of any alien at any placo or time 
nther than that designated by the inspec- 
tion officers, and any maater, officer, or 
agont of such vessel who shall, eithor know- 
ingly or negligently, land or permit to land 
any alien at any placo or time other than 
that designated by tho inspection officers, 
and any muater, officer or agent of such von- 
s:l who shall, either knowingly or negli- 
gently land or permit to land any alien at 
any place or time other than that 
designated by the inspection cfiicers 
or than those who may have received a per- 
mit to land by tho iDepeotion officers, shall 
be deemed guilty of u misdemeanor and bo 
liable to the penalties above mentioned. 
Any suoh veBsel shall not havo clearanio 
from any port cf tho Hawaiian Islands until 
such fino is paid." 

Soctions 4, 5, and enumerate tho penal- 
ties incurred by those transgressing the new 
rules, and tho stepB to be taken whenever it 
becoiiiea necessary to deport any objection- 
able arrivals. 

There was no apparent commotion or sign 
of impending stoim iu tho Hawaiian capi 
tal, and as few of tho officers and none of 
the passengers went aBhore, but little was 
learned of tho progress of afWrs in the 
islands. Supplementing tho reports dis- 
patched by tho Australia the provioua day, 
the Warrimoo — sailing eight hours after her 
arrival in Honolulu — brought but two 
Hawaiian news itcma, as follows :

box. This Is construed as a sign that tho 
Royalists havo given up their hopes of 
restoration, aa in that event tho Queen 
could not be summoned. 

"The whaling bark Horatio arrived off 
port last night, 72 days out from San Fran- 
cisco. She had Bix cases of smallpox en 
board. Two of her sailorH had died of the 
disease on the paasago. The sick men will 
be cared for here. One of the sailora who 
died was an Hawaiian."

A BY-LAW 

For raising the sum of §55,000 for lighting 
purposes. 

Wheueas, Tho present lighting systom of 
the City of Victoria is insuflloiont, it is oxpedi- 
ont and necessary to construct and operate 
works for supplying tho inhabitants of tho 
Municipality of tho City of Victoria with oloc- 
trlc light, and for that purposo to raise, by way 
of loan upon tho credit of tho said city, tho sum 
of 955,000 1 

And Whereas, It wi'l require tho aum of ' 
§2,835.28 to bo raised annually by rato for tho 
paymont of such now debt and intorest ; 

And WHEREAS, Tho wholo rntahlo land and 
Improvements or roal proporty of tho said Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria according to 
tho last rovlsed assessment roll for tho year 
1893, la 918,511,112; 

And WHEREAS, It will rcqulro an annual 
rato of 10-100 of one mill in tho dollar for paying 
such now debt and intorest ; 

Be it Therefore; Enacted by tho Muni- 
cipal Council of tho Corporation of the City 
of Victoria as followa : 

Sec. 1. It shall bi lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho credit of tho said Corporation by way 
of tho dobonturea horolnaftor mentioned, from 
any person or poraons, body or bodies corpo- 
rate, who may bo willing to advance tho same 
as a loan, a sum of money not oxecoding in tho 
wholo tho sum of 955,000 curroncy (or Btorling 
monoy, at tho rato of 4.803 dollars to tho ono 
pound storling), and to causo all such sums bo 
raised or received to bo paid into tho hands of 
tho Treasurer of tho Bald Corporation, for tho 
purposo and with tho objoot horeinbeforo re- 
cited. \ 

Sec. 2. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cauaoany nuniborof dobenturca to ho mado. 
executed nnd issued for such sums as may bo 
required, not oxcocdieg, however, tho sum of 
955,000 either in curronoy (or sterling money 
at the rato of 1803 dollars to Iho ono pound 
Btorling) aa may bo requirod, oach of tho said 
doboutures being of tho amount of 91,000 or Its 
sterling equivalent at tho rato aforesaid, and 
all such debentures shall bo sealed with tho 
real of tho Corporation and signed by tho 
Mayor thereof. 

Sec. 3. ThoBaid dobonturcs Bhall boar dato 
tho 1st day of May, 1831, and shall bo mado 
payablo in fifty years from tho Bald dato at 
such placo eithor in Great Britain, tho United 
Statea of Amorica, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may ho designated thereon, and shall havo 
attached to thorn coupons for tho paymont of 
interest, and tho signaturea to tho interOBt 
coupons may bo cither writton, stamped, 
printed or llthographod. 

See. I, Tho said debentures shall boar intor- 
est at tho rato of 11 per cent, per annum from 
tho dato thereof, which interest shall bo pay- 
ablo half yearly at such place, either In Great 
Britain, tho United States of Amorica, or tho 
Dominion o'. Canada, as may bo expressed in 
tho debentures and coupons. 

See 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to causo tho said debentures and the interesb 
coupons, either or both, to bo mado payablo at 
such place, eithor in Great Britain, tho United 
States, or tho Dominion of Canada, as may bo 
desired. 

Sec. 0. For tho purpose of raising annually a 
certain specifle sum for tho paymont of the in- 
terest on tho slid debentures during their cur- 
rency, there shall bo raised annually tho sum 
of $2,175, and for tho purpoao of raising 
annually a cortain spocillo sum for tho pay- 
ment of tho debt at maturity, thero shall bo 
raised annually tho sum of 9300.33. 

Soo. 7. For tho purposo of paymont of tho 
said sums in tho next preceding paragraph 
mentioned, thore shall bo raised and levied in 
each year a rato of 1G-100 of ono mill in tho 
dollar on all tho ratable land or Improve- 
ments or real proporty in tho municipality of 
the said corpnration of tho City of Victoria 
during tho continuance of tho enid dobenturos 
or any of them. 

Sec. 8. That it shall bo lawful for tho snid 
Municipal Council from timo to timo to pur- 
chase any of tho said debentures, and such 
dobonturea shall bo so expressod as to entitle 
tho Baid Council to redeem and purchase tho 
samo on paying tho amount thereof and tho 
interest duo thereon at tho dato of such pur- 
chase 10 tho holdo? or holdors thoreof, at any 
timo after twenty-flvo years from tho dato of 
issuanco of tho Bald debentures.

Statomont 
J, and who has beon discharged, or who has 
left tho employ of tho Corporation : Provided 
that tho Chairman of tho Standing Committoo 
on Flnauco has certiflod to tho correctnesa of 
tho paymont on account of IX., tho Hoard of 
Health ; tho City Engineer has certified to the 
correctness of tho paymont on account of VI., 
Streets, Bridges and Sidewalks ; and tho Water 
Commissioner has certified to tho correctness 
of the paymont ou account of Voto 18. Wntor 
Works Kxpendituro ; and that tho Auditor hau 
in oach cafe marked his initials against tho

03. G. It Bhall bo lawful for the Treasurer to 
pay such sums of money for tho services namod 
in Votoi 51 and 51, SUtomont lottorcd G, as 
tho Mayor may diroc : Provided always, that 
tho sums paid aro not in tho nggregato In ex- 
cess of the sum hereby appropriated by tho 
Council for tho sorvico, and that tho Audlr.or 
has marked his initials against tho total 
amount of tho vouchor to certify to tho samo. 

Sec. 7. All requisitions for authority from tho 
Council to Incur a pecuniary liability, or to 
mako an application for or a paymont of 
money, or for tho issuanco of a warrant to 
authorize iho payment of a sum of monoy, arc 
llrst to rcccivo an endorsement from tho 
Auditor that tho funds aro or will bo oa h^nd, 
and aro unappropriated, and aro availablo to 
meet tho proposed expenditure out of tho 
municipal revenue for tho then current year, 
or out of money obtained under authority of 
sub section 131 of section 101 of tho " Municipal 
Act, liiW," or out of money oatained by tho 
issue of dobenturca for tho purposo applied for, 
and aro to recolvo tho recommendation of tho 
Mayor, and aro to have the approval of at least 
two of tho members of the Standing Committoo 
on Financo by their endorsement thereon, bo- 
foro being considered by tho Council.

if their lino is not fully up to tho standard 
required by the dopartmeut. The road is a 
valuablo enterprise, and at a very moderate 
estimate can safely bo predicted to yiold a 
surplua over interest to the government. 
Ho had noticed that thia plan of setting 
asido -10 per cent, to meet such charges is 
by no means new, and originated neither in 
British Columbia not yet in tho Dominion 
ofCanadi. Railroads tho world over havo 
been constructed on all kinds of 
Bchemcs. Sometimes governments build and 
own thorn theniselvaB. Sometimes the 
government comes to tho aid of tho com- 
paniea with a guaranteee of interest on tho 
lull or part of tho ooat of tho enterprise; 
aomotimea tho governments guaranteo in- 
terest or principal or both, and Mr. Davio 
proceeded to inatanoo o, number of caso- 
illuatrating the vary id g descriptions of aid 
given, quoting instances found in Western 
Australia, India, Africa and other countrioa. 

Another important provision which would 
bo found in tho agrecmont, is that tho gov- 
ernment haa resorvod for two years the 
right to acquire a half intereat (-19 per 
cont.): in the road upon payment of half tho 
aubsidy, to bo received from the Dominion, 
and beforo this option expired they would 
havo abundant opportunity of informing 
thoniselves as to its prospects aa 
an investment. While he thought he had 
fully justified tho course of the 
government in tho matter, ho did not favor 
going too far in using tho credit of the 
province, but rather thought it beat to call 
a halt to see how tho asaistanco given so far 
is going to opnrato beforo granting any 
c£ttfliivo aid of this oharactor. For thia rea- 
sou ho could not encourage ihe hope of any 
legislation assistance thissesrion in the mat- 
ter of tho Nicola and Spenoe'a Bridge rail- 
way, which ho would gludly aid, 
for it is to go through what is believed, 
and has been pntly proved to be, a 
valuable mineral and coal as well 
as au agricultural country. Tho auth- 
ority had been taken last year to subsi- 
dize it, but tho Canadian Pacific railway 
had not yet completed their explorations, so 
as to underuke to operr.to tho road. Under 
these circumstances, although at ono timo 
tho government had thought they could deal 
with tho road tho Bamo as tho Nakusp and 
Slocan, tho matter would havo to remain 
ovor. Respecting tho Chilliwack road, 
he would havo something to say 
later. It must bo romembered that public 
assistance cannot bo altogether coutincd 
to railways, &b there aro othor 
onterpriaea which deaervo government back- 
ing. He hoped, for instance, in a few days 
to submit to the house a bill proposing aid 
for important drainago and dyking works. 

We muat not ovorlook the danger of 
going too far ahead in tho matter of 
staking tho provincial credit, it requires 
to be tenderly used, and nothing would be 
oasior than by a reckless system of 
guaranteeing to injure tho credit of 
tho country irreparably. Still, whon 
it ia demonstrated that tho public 
credit can bs safely and advantageously 
used, tho Government Bhould bo prepared 
to emp'oy it. Ho felt that the bill 
now beforo the houBe ia ono which the Gov- 
ernment can safely commend, and with that 
assurance he now moved its Becond reading. 
(Applause ) 

Hon. Mr. Heaven said it appeared to 
him that tho greater part of the information 
containod in tho speech of the Attornoy- 
Goneral waa quite now to the houso. It 
confirmed what he (Mr. Beaven) had already 
contended for in tho houso, that if tho 
policy of tho government is to pledgo the 
credit of tho jonntry to build railroads they 
should own them. Tho step now proposed 
he considered ono of great magni- 
tude and importance, and in order to 
ib justice to it ho thought tho discussion on 
tho bill should bo deferred for a day at any 
rato. Ho noticed that while the -Attorney- 
General said tho Government reaerved tho 
right to acquire a half interest ia tho road, 
the agreement provided that only -10 per 
cent, could bo acquired, leaving tho control 
in tho handa of tho company. But apart 
from this tho proposition seems to be that 
the government shall first build the road 
and then pay a large sum for u part interest 
iu it. In order that ho might havo an oppor- 
tunity of seeing tho remarks of tho Attornoy 
General in print, ho moved that the debate 
bo adjourned. 

Motion agreed to. 

A message from Hia Houor tho Lieuten- 
ant Governor wns received, with a bill re- 
specting the Nelson & Fort Sheppard re.il- 
tvay.

Hon. Mr. Beaven said it appeared that 
as the object of this bill ia to reduoo tho 
road from standard to narrow gauge, there 
should be somo provision made to ensure 
that tho wholo land grant provided for the 
original scheme should not bo given for a 
narrow gaugo road. 

Hon. Mr Davie pointed out that tho 
matter of tho land grant could not bo dealt 
with by thiB bill, but muat bo treated sop 
arately. 

Motion agreed to. 

chilliwack drainage. 

The Chilliwack drainago bill waa road a 
Becond timo, tho by-law on account of tho 
abEOuco of which tho debato had been ad- 
journed having sinco been attached to the 
bill. 

PRIVATE HILLS PROCEDURE. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven brought up as a mat 
tor of privilego tho remarks of tho Speaker 
ut tho last sitting with reference to tho pro 
cedure in connection with private bills, and 
what he had pronounced tho irregular prac- 
tice of considering tho preambles beforo tho 
onaoting clauses aro dealt with. Mr. Beaven 
took issuo with tho Speaker on thia matter, 
and hold that tho quotation from May 
which had been oited does not apply hero, 
in consrquenco of tlio wido difference be- 
tween tho proceduro horo and in England. 
As ho contended that tho rules ot tho house 
bIiow that it is the proceduro of tho Cana- 
dian Houso of Commons that is followed 
here, ho quoted from Todd's Parliamentary 
Practico to provo that in comuiittoo of tho 
wholo on privato bills the preamblo ia first 
considered, though on public bills tho pre- 
amblo ia not dealt with until the end. Ho 
hold that such had been always tho practico 
of this house also. 

The Speaker eaid ho folt suro that tho 
rule ho had laid down is tho proper one, 
May laying down that tho proceduro on 
privato bills thould bo tho samo as on 
public, and that tho Rules of Order say that 
it is the English and not tho Canadian prac- 
tice which Bhall bo followed. Ho did not, 
however, consider the point one of any im 
portanoo and if the houso wished to follow 



a diffaront practice and aignified that wish 
he would not object. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven maintained that the 
prnctico horo had always been to consider 
tho preamblo first, and said it seemed hardly 
worth while to change it at this stage of the 
last session. 

The Si'EAKER said ho would agree to this 
rather than further arguo tho point, and he 
would accordingly instruot tho chairman to 
have the preamble considered first. Ho 
would leavo tho question to bo dealt with 
by the next Speakur, who ho felt confident 
will take the Bamo view aa ho docs. 

DROfiETTE SAWMILL'. 

Tho houso went into committeo of tho 
wholo on tho Brunette sawmill bill, Mr. 
Hunter in tho chair. 

Bill reported comploto with amendments. 

At G o'clock tho Speaker left the chair. 
After Ilccexx. 

Mr. House moved tho Becond roadlng of 
tho bill relatirg to certain publio works in 
tho township of Richmond. The object of 
this bill is to declare valid a contraot dated 
May 28, 1S91, between tho McLoan brothers 
and tho corporation, and that thoy and 
their assignee, Robert Alexander Anderson, 
aro entitled to roceive $-1,970 for the debt, 
SI, 095 damages and §71 and §390 for costs 
of suit and interest, amounting in tho whole 
to 87,543 after deducting §813 lately paid as 
afoioaaid. Tho bill also declares valid the 
by-law passed in connection with tho con- 
tract. 

There was a vory vigorous discussion on 
tho bill, lasting upwards of two hours, and 
it was then passed on division of 19 to 8, 
tho minority being Messrs. Keith, Forster, 
Brown, Beaven, Semlin, Sword, Kitchen 
and Cotton. 

DENTISTRY HILL. 

Tho houao wont into committee of tho 
wholo on the bill respecting the profession 
of dentistry, Mr, ForBtor in tho chair. 

Bill reported complete without amend- 
ments. 

PHARMACY ACT. 

Dr. Watt moved tho second reading of 
the bill to amend the pharmacy act. 

Bill read a second time on diviaion of 
9 to 7. 

The house adjourned at 10:15 p.m. 



HOME RULE. 



Harconrt Declares It te Bo Only Temporarily 
Abandoned— Tim llculy's Protest— 
Amendment to the Address. 

London, March 12.— In tho Houso of 
Commons tho address in reply to the 
Quoen'B speeoh was approved. Sir William 
Harcourt admitted that tho retirement of 
Mr, Gladstone waa regarded by tho Liberal 
party with feelings of distress and dismay, 
but, ho Baid, tho memory of the Grand Old 
Man would romaiutho greatest trudition of 
the House. Though thcro had been Blight 
changes in tho ministry, ho said, there 
would bo no obaugo in tho policy of 
tho Government or party. Homo Rule, 
though it had been temporarily put 
aBide, remainod the loading featuro of tho 
programme. Tho financial businosa was the 
moat urgent, and this legislation must be 
concluded by the end of tho month, There- 
fore the Government must 66k the wholo 
time of the house until then, 

Timothy Harrington protested againBt the 
laying aaido of Homo Rule. Mr. Gladatone 
had promised the Irish that Homo Rule 
would be pursued to tho end without 
cessation. Tho postponement of tho matter, 
he declared, meant its abandonment. 
InBtead of thoro being a union of hearta 
there would bo an intense bitterness of feel- 
ing, of hatred between tho English and 
Irish parlies unlesa Homo Rule were made 
the first object of Parliament. 

Sir Charles E, H, Vincent, in a loDg 
Speech, moved tho amendment of tho 
address by representing to the 
Queen that the depression in trade 
and agriculture, the reduction of tho wages 
of workingmen, tho thousands of unem 
ployed laborers, and the continuous immi- 
gration of alions, ought to be calloel to the 
attention of Parliament. 

Sir Albert Kayo-Hallott, Mr. Frederick 
Cornish and othora supported tho amend- 
ment. 



HOUSE OF LORDS. 

Rosebery's Inancural Speech— Salisbury Re- 
grets Gladstone's Retirement— The Home 
Rule Question Ought to Bo Decided. 

London, March 12. — In tho Houso of 
Lorda tho Kirl of Roaobory asked tho fullest 
indulgence of tho peers as ho had been 
forooel into tho position ho occupied by a 
sudden call to replace a man of tho noblest 
energies, who was lost not alone to the 
Liberal party, but to the nation. 

Lord Salisbury regretted tho retirement 
of Mr. Gladstone ivhich, ho Baid, was 
a loss that would havo a great influence on 
tho destinies of tho nation. The succession 
of Lord Rosebery, he said, was perfectly 
acceptable, seeing that His Lordship had 
given many proofs of hia groat abilities. 
But ho thought it would have boon hotter if 
tho Government, instead of adhering aimply 
to tho Nowcaatlo programme, had intro- 
duced fresh subjects into its programme. 
It waa a pity, ho said, that Home Rule was 
not put to iho very front. The sooner tho 
question was decided tho hotter. If it were 
true that England would rcaist separation 
to tho laBt, tho sooner Iroland know of it 
tho better. Tho Governmont ought not to 
put Homo Rule into tho Quecu's speech, 
year after year, unleaB they meant to carry it. 



HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Ministerial Measures to Bo Introduced by 
Members of tho Government, 

London, March 12 —In the Houao of 
Commons Sir William Harcourt elicited 
prolonged cheers by naming the first 
monsuro introduced by the Government 
under tho now Premier, aa tho Registration 
bill. Home Secretory ABquith gave notico 
of tho introduction of a bill to disestablish 
tho Welsh church. Mr. Slmw-Lefevre gavo 
notico of a bill equalizing the London rates, 
and Mr. A. J, Mundolla paved the way for 



tho introduction of a bill providing for the 
arbitration of labor diuputes. Sir William 
Harcourt also gavo notice of the Govern- 
ment's intention to submit a hill granting 
local control over tho liquor traffic. 



• IRISH POLITICS. 

Meeting of the McUartbyltcs to Discuss Their 
Parliamentary Polioy, 

London, March 12.— A largely attonded 
meoting of tho McCarthyito wing of tho 
Irish party waa called to ordor in one of the 
committee rooms of the Houso of Commons 
at 1 o'clock this afternoon, to discuss Irish 
affairs. It is learned that tho ontiro pro- 
ceedings of tho meeting relatod to the Par- 
liamentary procedure of tho Irish part}. 
The meeting was still in session at 3 o'clock, 
all present being at that timo ignorant of 
tho contents of the Queen's speech, or tho 
fact that Lord Roaobory had made a Bpecch 
declaring his polioy. 



MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

" Paebla " Towed Into Port Townsend With 
Her Machinery Disabled— Rltliet's Month- 
ly Report— "Arawa" Reaches Sydney. 

It waa reported yesterday that the Btcam- 
ahip City of Puobla, which lefc hero for 
S^n FranciBco on Friday evening, mot with 
an accident off Cupe Flattery, disabling hor. 
Capt. Freeman of tho bark Gloiy of tho 
Seas, which arrived at Nanaimo a fow days 
ago, was yesterday in tho city and reports 
having sighted u disabled steamer, Eupposod 
to bo the City of Puobla, about twenty 
miles south of Capo Flattery on Saturday 
morning. When Been the colliors Costa Rica 
and Montserrat were assisting her and the 
former was endeavoring to tow her north, 
but nnder difficulties as tho hawser parted 
several times in tho heavy swell prevailing. 
Losing sight of the steamers tho Glory of 
tho Seas Boon afterwards met the American 
tug Wanderer, apparently bound for 
the Puobla. A Port Townsend spe- 
cial to tho Colonist last evening 
solves tho mystery. It roads thus : 
Tho steamer City of Puobla, bound from the 
Sound for San Francisco, which broke hor 
crank pin on Saturday morning, was brought 
hero this afternoon. Tho vessel was lorty 
miles Bouth of Destruction Island at the 
time of tho accident and drifted with the 
heavy swell twenty-four hours before assist- 
ance came. Sho carried nearly a hundred 
passengers who will probably await tho 
Bailing of the Walla Walla on the H'.h. Re- 
pairs to tho Puebla's machinety will proba- 
bly bo made here. 

San Francisco, March 12. — The Uma- 
tilla on her last voyage loat a couple of 
blades of her propeller off Destruction Is- 
land, and had to bo ropaired whon sho 
reached San Francisco. G^ngs of men had 
to work on her day and nieht in order to got 
her away in time. The Umatilla was dis- 
abled by one of the piloa that had broken 
away from a raft being towed 
to San Francisco for tho foundation of tho 
now ferry buildings. 

Tho chances aro that tho Puebla was also 
caught by floating logs, and not only lost 
the blades of her propeller but snapped her 
shaft. In that event Bho will havo to bo 
docked at Btquimalt or towed to San Fran- 
cisco for repairs. Whon Good*lI, Perkins 
& Co. heard of the breakdown of tho Puobla 
they went to work to arrango matters. 
It was at first intended to place tho passen- 
gers on tho steamer Mexico and bring them 
to San Francisco. The Utter vessel arrived 
at Puget Sound from Alaska only this morn- 
ing and it was found impossible to get hor 
ready iu time. No other steamer was avail- 
able, so the 140 men, women and children 
on the Puebla will have to wait for tho 
regular steamer Walla Walla, which leaves 
Victoria on the 14th. 

The monthly freight and shipping report 
of R. P. Rithct & Co., Ltd., for tho month 
of February notes: "TheBteadiness in ratea, 
and upward tendency of tho freight market 
noted in our last, have persisted during the 
month, and in addition there has been a 
comparatively gotd business doing. Pros- 
pects too aro better in tho lumber mirkot, 
and altogether the year opona more hope- 
fully than could very well havo been antici- 
pated only a short timo ago. Groin freights 
from San Fruncitco may bo quoted at 2Gj. 
3d. to Cork for orders, with tho uaual 
options, at which figure quite a number of 
charters were made towards tho end of the 
month. In the lumber market fixtures have 
been well distributed, and ono for Port Pirie 
would seem to indicato a possiblo revival iu 
Australia. Suitable lumber tonnage is how • 
ever by no mean3 easy to find, ao many of 
the regular traders aro laid up, and ownors 
aro not disposed to re-commiBSion them at. 
ruling rates."
